By-law 2492 





A By-law to Acquire Land by Expropria- 
tion for the Purpose of Establishing, 
Constructing, Maintaining, and Op- 
erating a System of Sewerage Works 
for the Collection, Conveyance, and 
Disposal of Sewage 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the City of Vernon 
is by “The Sewage Collection and Dis- 
posal System Beyond Municipal Bound- 
aries By-law Number 2453, 1976” author- 
ized and empowered to construct, extend, 
operate, and maintain sewerage works for 
the benefit of the inhabitants of the 
municipality; and to acquire land for that 
purpose: 

And whereas for the construction, 
maintenance, and operation of a certain 
portion of the said sewerage works it is 
necessary to acquire the lands hereinafter 
described: 

And whereas the Municipal Council 
deems it expedient to acquire land pursu- 


ant to section 531 (4) subject to Division 
4 of Part XII of the Municipal Act, being 
chapter 255 of the Revised Statutes of 
British Columbia, 1960, and all amend- 
ments thereto: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the City of Ver- 
non, in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows: 

1. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as the “Sanitary Sewage Land 
Expropriation By-law Number 2492, 
1976.” 

2. Pursuant to section 531 (4) subject 
to Division 4 of Part XII of the Munici- 
pal Act, being chapter 255 of the Revised 
Statutes of British Columbia, 1960, and 
amendments thereto, the Municipal Coun- 
cil of The Corporation of the City of 
Vernon by its servants is hereby author- 
ized to enter upon, and the Council does 
hereby expropriate, break up, take, and 
enter into possession of and use the real 
or personal property within or without 
the municipality in any way necessary or 
convenient for the purpose of establish- 
ing, constructing, maintaining, and oper- 
ating a system of sewerage works for the 
collection, conveyance, and disposal of 
sewage on the folowing described lands 
and premises: All that part of the south- 
east quarter of Section 20, Township 9, 
ODYD, as shown on Plan DD 6040 that 
may be more particularly described as 
follows: Commencing at the northeast 
corner of said Plan DD 6040; thence 
along the easterly boundary of said plan 
on a bearing of S.21°43’20”W. a distance 
of 350 feet; thence on a bearing of 
N.46°02’30”W. 186.55 feet, more or less, 
to the westerly boundary of said plan; 
thence on a bearing of N.49°20/00’E. 
along the west boundary of said plan a 
distance of 300 feet, more or less, to the 
north boundary of said plan; thence on a 
bearing of 89°44’50”E. along the north 
boundary of said plan, 36.28 feet, more 
or less, to the point of commencement, 
containing 0.7747 acre, more or less: 

All in accordance with those areas out- 
lined in red on the plans attached hereto 
and forming part of this by-law, as pre- 
pared by Russell N. Shortt, B.C.L.S., and 
being marked Schedule A. 

3. The Mayor and City Clerk are 
hereby authorized to execute all docu- 
ments necessary and incidental to effect 
such expropriation. 

4. That the City Clerk is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to affix the Corpo- 
rate Seal to all documents so executed 
and being necessary and incidental to 
effect the expropriation. 

5. This by-law shall not come into 
effect until it has been published once in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
in a newspaper published or circulated in 
the City of Vernon; and a certified copy 
of this by-law has been filed with the 
Registrar for the Land Registry Office in 
the City of Kamloops, Province of British 
Columbia; and a Notice of Expropriation 
has been served on the registered owners 
of the lands affected.
